CHAFFRY ELECTION 


Should local’ people approve 
the $3,000,000 bond issue as pro- 
posed for’the Chaffey school 
district? That should be a top 
question in the minds of all 
parents and other persons yi- 
tally interested in their com- 
munity. 

Opinion, naturally, is divided, 
but the fact remains that in 
general, the Chaffey, board of 
education and the Chaffey ad- 
ministration has made an en- 
viable record. * 

At best, it is a tough assign- 
ment to provide facilities for a 
rapidly expanding student body 
Perhaps some mistakes have 
been made. The amazing’ thing 
about it is that the Chaffey board 
has been able to accomplish so 
much under the circumstances. 


People who know the most 
about the educational problem 
and Chaffey’s needs are almost 
100 percent in favor of the bonds. 
The Chaffey advisory commit- 
tee, with a membership of more 
than 40 persons, is wholeheart- 
edly in favor of the bonds. An 
investigating committee from 
the California Teachers Assn., 
after a thorough analysis of the 
Chaffey administration’s record, 
commended the Chaffey leaders 
for their part in planning for 
adequate facilities. 

This edition of The Upland 
News is largely devoted to a 
discussion, of the Chaffey and 
Upland district bond propos- 
als, Much depends on the de- 
cision given in the bond pro- 
posals next week. 

Election of two members of 
the Chaffey high school board 
is also of major importance at 
the polls next week. 

We heartily recommend the 
reelection of Richard Barr, who 
resides on San Antonio Heights, 
and Mrs. Hazel Thompson of 
Ontario. They are capable, de- 
voted, unselfish public servants 
who are courageous in seeking 
to give the taxpayers and par- 
ents the finest educational sys- 
tem at the lowest possible cost.

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Many Points Cited For, Vote 


Statements and answers con- 
cerning the Chaffey bond issue 
are given here as a means of 
informing all persons in the Usp- 
land-Foothill area relative to the 
$3,000,000 bond proposal. 

Opponents of the proposal have 
propounded points of criticism. 
These items are indicated in capi- 
tal letters, with the answers giv- 
en after each statement. 

As a service to the community 
and in cooperation with persons 
vitally interested in the Chaffey 
situation and well. acquainted 
with the school needs, The Up- 
land News is publishing this de- 
tailed list of criticisms and an- 
swers. 


1. THERE IS NO MASTER 
PLAN YET FOR THE CHAF- 
FEY HIGH SCHOOL DISTRICT. 


The Chaffey board adopted ru- 
diments of a master plan on Feb. 
7. First and immediate steps of 
this Plan are already in operation, 
namely, calling of $3 million bond 
election to complete Upland High 
iSchool to a student capacity of 
2,000 and beginning construction 
of a new high school in Ontario, 
and employing a survey team to 
study the entire expansion prob- 
lem in the Chaffey Union High 
School and Chaffey College Dis- 
tricts. ; 


2. THERE ARE NO PLANS 
FOR A SECOND HIGH SCHOOL. 


Staff committees are at work 
on the plans for the new high 
school in Ontario. Employment 
of an architect must be deferred 
until money has been voted to 
cover the cost of these services. 
The cost of 8 percent on $1.5 
million is $120,000 for architect- 
ural fees. Even if this amount 
were available, it would be fool- 
ish to purchase such plans until 
finds. are available for construc- 
\tion. In planning the election, cer- 
tain policies were adopted: 

Major decisions, such as the 
selection of the site for the new

The site area has been chosen. 
The Chaffey board has stated its 
intention to locate this site near 
the center of the Chaffey area 
south of the freeway and west of 
Euclid Ave. The new site cannot 
be purchased until a finance 
election provides the necessary 
funds. It would be unwise to take 
an option on a site unless funds 
are available for its purchase. 

4. THERE WILL BE NO RE- 
PORT ON THIS FROM THE 
PROFESSIONAL SITE SURVEY 
TEAM EMPLOYED BY CHAF- 
FEY DISTRICT UNTIL SEP- 
TEMBER OR LATER. 


The survey team has not been 
directed to make a recommenda- 
tion on this site. Their work will 
concern the balance of the mas- 
ter plan. Two high schools will 
be required in Ontario not later 
than September, 1958. 

5. THERE HAS BEEN NO DE- 
CISION ON THE DISPOSITION 
OF THE PRESENT. CHAFFEY 
HIGH SCHOOL AND JUNIOR 
COLLEGE CAMPUS IN ONTA-

School Boundary. 
Fate Up Monday - 


Fate of the effort to get an 
Upland area back into the On- 
tario school district will be 
known after a public hearing in 
the courthouse at San Bernar- 
dino, Monday afternoon. 

The meeting will be held at 2 
p.m. in the board of supervisors 
office with Supervisor Dan Mike- 
sell calling for the hearing. Pres-. 
ent will be representatives of the- 
Upland and Ontario boards of 
education. Many persons resid- 
ing east of Euclid Ave. and north 
of the freeway are interested in 
the outcome and a_ delegation 
from that area is expected. 

The area between the freeway 
and the Santa Fe right-of-way, 
was voted into the Upland school 
district in January. Residents 
east of Euclid favorthe Ontario 
school district and the law is 
such to enable them to petition 
for the area to revert to Ontario.
